In Kinshasa, the Zairian capital, U.N. 
Special Envoy Raymond Chretien met 
with Zairian leaders Saturday to discu.ss 
the crisis. 

Zaire accti.ses the Tutsi-led Rwandan 
Army of helping rebels who have taken 
over three key cities in eastern Zaire; 
Bukani, Coma and Uvini. 

“Rwanda wants to kill these Hutu 
refugees in Zaire and not on their otvn 
land so that they won’t call it a geno- 
cide," Zaire’s foreign minister, Jean- 
Marie Kititwa Ttimansi, told The 
Associated Press on Saturday. 

Chretien .said Rwandan authoritie.s in 
Kigali still deny supporting the mainly 
Tutsi Zairian rebels. 

PiemiJlij^'oj^Si^jresident-of neiglibor. .. 
ing Burundi, said Saturday that he will 
consider allowing foreign troops to u.se 
Burundian territory to get aid into Zaire.

WASHINGTON — President Clinton 
may not have a Democratic Congress, 
but he’s got a special dub to u.se against 
troublemaking Republicans — the line ' 
item veto.

Congress agreed last year to give the 
president — no matter who won in 1996 
— the power to kill a specific project, 
rather than having to veto an entire 
spending bill. 

It's designed to cut pork. But White 
House officials admit it could be a great 
arm-twister for getting the GOP to go 
along, .‘Uiy, on the president's cherished 
college tuition tiix credits. 

There have iteen no strategy sessions 
yet on how to use it — but it would prob- 
ably be used for, "leverage,'' not to mote 
out punislimeni, White House aides said. 

"That’s the (iiiestimi — will wc stick it 
to people," said one IVliite House aide. 
"I've never heard anybody say, 'Let’s 
use it a.s a revenge tool, lei’s get AI . 
D’/Vmato.’’’ 

An adminisiraiiim official noted it will 
be touch and go, since no president has 
enjoyed ilic power before. 

“It could be tricky,” said the aide, not- 
ing that when Clinton tried to prod 
/Uahama Sen. Richard Shelby early in 
his first term by moving a NASA facility 
to Te.xas, Shelby bolted the Democrats 
and enlisted as a Republican. He 
became a honie state hero and has tor- 
tured Clinton ever since

“I just figured it’d cost us a lot more in 
other taxes,” said Pete Dellos, a retired 
trucker who voted against it.

Scuve Tliacc did not disclose what 
specific items Ys*ill be produced in 
Twin Falls. He added, “Most of 
the products made at the current' 
facilities will be made at the 
Tw-in Falls plant.”

Plastic resin pellets, which 
resemble rabbit food of various 
colors,' arc shipped to plants by 
rail Once there, the pellets are 
vacuumed up into the buildings 
for processing.

While the plastic is injected 
into a mold for cutlery, it is 
puUcd through other machinery

wrapped or not, depending on 
their desdnarion or customer. 

In addition to your regular 
stmv. Clear Shield can also make

Four drill sergeants and a com- 
pany commander were charged 
with crimes ranging from mi.scqn- 
duct to rape of female trainees at 
the Army Ordnance Center at 
Aberdeen, Md., Army officials 
announced last week. Tlie captain , 
and two sergeants face courts-mar- 
tial. 

On Saturday, post spokesman 
John Yaquiant said 15 more drill 
sergeants and instructors were sus- 
pended from duty in a widening 
investigation. Yaquiant said the 
number of suspensions could 
increa.se or decrease as the probe 
continues.

Ac the time, .Spear.s announced 
it, would hire 'too peojtle to make 
plastic fittings, valves and compo- 
nents for pressiire-pipinp applica- 
lions. And the company has 
pr<)ven to be a pood, stable and 
significant employer, McDortald 
said. 

Later Uridon Cordage West, 
which makes plastic agricultural 
twine, opened in Jerome’s indus- 
trial p^rk soutli of town. It 
employs about 30 people, 
McDonald said. 

Flastic Slip Sheets USA operat- 
ed about 28 months in Twin Falls 
before siuitting down operatinns 
,in October and moving back to 
Denver. The company employed 
18 people and used recycled plas- - 
tic to make pallets. 

The region’s plastic 'past 


showed up when McDonald 
helped gather information about 
prospective workers for Clear 
Shield National. More than 20 
percent of people wiio responded 
- to advertisomonts had experi- 
ence with plastics manufactur- 
--ins- ■ . ■ 

Diversity, 
environment, jobs 

The city of Twin Falls has 
iuivertised in publications specif- 
ic to the plastic industry, specifi- 
cally becau-se of the large base of 
people who used to work for 
Tupperware, McAlindin said. 

But while Twin Falls sells its 
plastic past, it faces competition. 

Communities seek out plastic 
manufacturers, in part because 
they offor good wages. 

According to state figures for 
Tuin Falb County jobs for 1995, 
food processing workers made 
$23,708 on the average, while 
ocher manufacturing employees 
made $23,655. At the low end 
were agricultural jobs, paying-an 
average of Sl6,733. At the high 
end, federal wages averaged 
$35,487. 

Clears liicld.is-aot-ialkiag— 

about wages at its Twin Falls 
plant, since plans could change 
by the time the plant opens. Tlic 
company is proud of what it calls 
a strong benefit package. 

Company officials also were 
happy to talk about the College 
■ of Southern Idaho, said Steve’ 
Thate, Clear Siiield Is'ationnl pro- 
ject manager. 

“With that facility, we feel it 
will help us to turn the key oh 
tliis plant. That wa.s one of the 
big benefits,” Thate s.iid. “Wc 
think we will be able to develop a 
partnership to train our employ- 
ees." 

Only a handful of Clear Shield 
einployee.s will be transferred to 
Tuin Falls; the remainder of the 
work force will be hired locally, 
he said. 

Scholl says plastics companies 
also are wanted because they are 
considered environmentally 
friendly. 

Clear Shield President Denis 
Davidson says tiiere are little or 


no air. water or .chemical pollu-. 
tarns emitted from the company’s 
proces.s. yVny unsatisfactory plas- 
tics will be reground and recy- 
cled within the plant. Water used 
in manufacturing is recycled, too. 

The new manufacturer also 
-diversifies a predominately agri- 
cultural area, say economic pun- 
dits. That makes for a healthier- 
economy. 

•A diverse economy helps the 
state ride out the peaks and val- 
leys in its natural-resource indus- 
tries, Scholl said. 

Plastic foothold 

Two large plastics companies 
in place could attract more. 

"If you can get a foothold in a 
panicular industry, that can feed 
on it.self," McDonald said.

Riglit now I’m running 
a day care and I’m pretty happy 
with what I am doing,” Molt said.

Tho year’s ubershoestringer 
was Victor Morales, a Texas hi^ 
school teacher who took 58,000 
of the 510,000 in his family's 
bank account to run for U.S.

He campaigned by roaming 
the state in his white Nissan 
tnick. <\ftcr a primary victory, he 
found himself matched against 
Incumbent Republican Gramm, 
who spent almost $5 million and 
crushed the insurgent.

Tuesday’s election wasn’t Max 
Cleland’s only obstacle to serving 
in the Senate. Still to be over- 
come by the Georgia Democrat 
are antiquated subways in the 
Capitol complex, inaccessible 
bathrooms and the tiered floor of 
the Senate chamber. 

Cleland lost both legs and an 
arm in Vietnam and has used a 
wheelchair since 1974. That 
means he won’t be able to join 
other senators when they cast 
their votes in the well of the 
Senate, unless the chamber is 
modified. 

In most Senate heating rooms 
ramps will have to be construct- 
ed to provide him access to the 
dais where senators’ desks are 
located.

"There will have to be some 
modifications,” said Henry 
Kill>y, an administrator in the 
office of the Architect of the 
Capitol. “We have not been 
asked to do anything yet, but 
we are looking into it, knowing 
that he has been elected.” 

Tom Eisenhauer, a spokesman 
for Cleland’s campaign, said the 
officials from the office of Senate 
Minority Leader Tom Daschle 
and the clerk of the Senate have 
initiated discussions about Vuys — 
to remove the physical barriers 
to Cleland serving in tiic Senata 
< . Subway trains connecting the 
Russell Senate Office Building to 
the Capitol ore not accessible to 
wheelchairs, while bathroom 
doors in the Hart building arc too 
narrow.

“Obviously, it’s not a new dial- 
Icnge for Max but he's spent the 
last 30 years dealing with that 
challenge,” said Eisenhauer. "I’m 
sure the people of the Senate will 
do all they can to make it as 
acce.ssible as possible.” 

The ‘Americans with 
Disabilities Act, vvhich hec.imc 
law six years ago, requires that 
public buildings be accessible to 
those with disabilities. 'But 
Congress did not apply that law' 
to itself until 1995, and many 
parts of the complex still arc not

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Justice Ginsburg robbed while walking in Washington, D.C.

WASHINGTON — Supreme Court 
Justico Ruth BadcrGinsburg was the vic- 
tim of a purse snatching late Thursday in 
Northwest Washington near the Watergate 
apartment complex, where she lives. 

She had been walking home from the 
Kennedy Center with her husband, Martin 
D. Ginsburg, and daughter Jane, according 
to sources familiar with the incident. 


District of Columbia police said the jus- 
tice’s purse was snatched at 10:45 p.m. at 
New Hampshire and Virginia avenues NW. 

The thief was a man of undetermined 
age who wore a white satin jacket, police 
said. He ran by and grabbed the purse 
from Ginsburg’s hand. 

The leather purse contained S40 in c.xs^ 
police said. Police would not say what else 
was in the purse, but it likely contained 
Ginsburg’s government credit card and 


coun identification, according to a source 
familiar with the incident. 

Peoplcxlosc to Ginsbui^ who related the 
incident added iKai by the time the justice 
contacted credit-c^ companies to report ' 
the theft, the thief or someone else already 
had used her cards. 

Police said no one was injured, but those 
dose to Ginsburg said she was quite shak- 
en up. Ginsburg would not comment. 

District of Columbia police said that no 


arrest had been made and that tl>e purse 
Itad not been found. 

• Ginsburg,- 63, is a slight woman. She is a 
native' of BrooUyn, N.Y., and served on the 
D.C. Circuit Cenut of Appeals forlSyears. 
In *1993, President Clinton made her his 
first appointment to the nation’s high 
court 

“It’s a purse snatching that occurred to a 
famous person,’’ a police offidal said. Such 
events, he said, “definitely happen."

More Utah voters say they’re 
Democrats, but NOT liberal 


Wake lip to FOX 

All week long! 


SALT LAKE CITY (AP) — 
Believe it or not, the most politi- 
cally conservative state in the 
nation is home to an increasing 
ntimher of — gasp! — Democrats. 

In fact, Utah places a startling 
second in the country for its 
growth in the number of voters 
who identified themselves as 
Democrats this year compared to 
1992, according to exit polling 
taken during the general clection ' 
Tuesday. 

Btn'donT'calTth'eseTJcmdcrats 
liberal. With just 10 percent of 
voters. using the L-word to 
describe themselves, it’s true: 
Tiiere arc Democrats and then 
there are UTAH Democrats. 

“Utah Democrats are so con- 
servative they' Squeak," said 
Utah Democratic National 
Committcewoman Bobbie Coray, 

_ wijqjqsi tq Rcpubirqtn_Rcx)._Jim 

. Hansen in 1994 before he won his 
ninth term this year. ' 

Party leaders point to the 
state's swelling population as one 
reason more voters aligned them- 
selves as Democrats this year. 
After all, they say. there were 
bound to bo more Democrats as 
new residents moved into Utah 
from other, less-conservative 
states. 

Much more complicated is the 
reason Utah Democrats shun lib- 
eral labels. 

Wliilo only a tenth of Utah vot- 
ers said they were liberal, 40 per- 
cent described themselves as 
moderate and half chose the con- 
servative category — making 
Utah the nation’s most conser\-a- 
tive state, according exit polls by 
Voter News Service, a partner- 
ship nf Tlie A.ssodatcd Press and 
television networks, 

Polling was conducted nation- 
wide, including Utah where 830 
voters were .sun'eyed at 20 ran- 
dom polling places 'across the 
state for an error margin of plus 
or minus 4 percentage points and 
higlter for subgroups. 

In all, 28 percent of Utah vot- 
ers said they belonged to the ' 
Democratic Party, compared to 
24 percent in 1992— for a 1/ per- 
cent increase. Only Vermont 
ranked higlicr.with'« 25 percent 
increase.

And nationally, there was no 
increase from 1992-% in the per- 
centage of voters identifying 
ihemsdves as Democrats 

Some point to the influence of 
the Mormon Church, whose 
members comprise nearly “0 per- 
cent of the state’s popularion, as • 
the reason liberal is such a 
touchy word wen for Democrats. 

“There’s a big disassodation 
because they think the 
Republican church is the 
Mormon party" or vice-versa, 
said Coray, herself a member of 
The Church of Jesus Christ of 
Latter-day Saints and a gospel 
doctrine teacher. 

The church's offidal stance is 
one of political neutrality. But 
Republicans apd DomocTais agree 
that its conservative positioas on 
sodal issues and the foa that most 
of the state embraces those vienv- 
points as both church members 
and Republicans has put liberal 
Democrats at a disadvantage. 

“We have allowed the 
Republicans to dcHnc us." said 
Louise Henson of Sunset, who 
preceded Coray as the party's 
national committcewoman for 
the past eight years, “ii'hat wc 
need to do now is define our- 
selves for two years down the 
road." 

. But that may be easier, said _ 
than done^ for even Democrais 


ssiugglc to answer exactly what it 
means to be a Democia: in Utah. 

.And Tutssday* s election mud- 
dled matters even more. 

.At one end o: the spectrum. 
Democrat Ross .Anderson was 
u a ua i c r ing in his support ot tra- 
dirionally liberal ideals such as 
gay rights, a woman's right to 
dioose abortion orui his opposi- 
tim to the death penafry. 

.At the ether was Rep. Bill 
Onon. poster child of the Utah 
Democ^ic Party for moder- 

engoge in ctparttsan politics. For 
years. Democrais held Orton up 
as the perfect blend — a 
Democrai ahie to hold a congres- 
sional seal in a drsrtict brim full 
of cccservativcs. 

But ihe hopes of Utah 
Democrats were twice shattered 
on Tuesday. Not only did 
Anderson lose to born-again 
Rgpublknn and perennial candi- 
due Merri3 Cook, but Orton was 
narrowly defeated after three 
terms fay venture capitalist Chris 
Connen.

They understand ihat.Batt's 
agreement, backed by court order and 
Idalio’.s increasing clout in Congress, is 
probably our best shot at doing that. 

People also understand the impor- 
tance of bird-dogging the federal gov- 
ernment’s compliance with the agree- 
ment - as Bail has promised to do. 
Court order or not, the deal «un’i pro- 
tect us unless we protect ourselt’es. 

Haring won the voters’ crust on this 
issue. Bail and Idaho’s congressional 
delegation are responsible for making 
the deal work. 

There’s one post-electio n o pinion 
that’s more than ornamental.

Color-blind society coming up 


C alifornia’s decisive 
approval of the ami- 
affirmative dedon ini- 
dative at the polls on 
Tuesday doesn’t mean 
the end of efforts to cqualire

It’s more like a dcspcmccly 
needed, mid-course correction to 
jmt civil rights efforts back on the 
right track.

Proposition 209, colled the 
' California Civil Rj{^ts Initiative 
or the CCRI,^ys,,“The state shall 
not discriminate artist, or grant' 
preferential treatment to, any 
indhidual or group on the basis of 
rac^ sett, color, et^dty or 
national origin.”^ 

The words could have come 

fipm hlartihXuther Kngjr.’s "I 
Have a Dream" speech. They 
resound with the great humanitar- 
ian and democraticgoals of the 
dvil rights movement. Thac oppo- 
nents of Proposition 209 have 
blasted them as “hate language" 
shows how distorted our efforts to 
achieve equal rights have become. 

The bitter controvert over die 
CCRI reflects not so much white 
backlash or residual racism as 
concern that group entitlements, 
quotas, race-based preferential 
treatment and other diversity 
goalshavc become blatantly 
unfair in their own way. The ini- 
tiative is an effon to resist becom- 
ing a nation of minorities forever 
competing against each other on 
the basis of radal victimization. 

But as affirmative action prefer- 
ences have spread quiddy to, , 
other radal and cthiiic groups, 
they have become indefensible, 
not only in practice but in theory.

Several fears about passing the 
CCRI should be dispelled. One is 
that it will be declared unconsti- 
tutional. It would take remark- 
ably convoluted judidal rca.son- 
ing to find it in conflict wiili the 
14th Amendment’s requirement 
of equal protection for all dtizens. 

There are concerns that iromen 
and minorities w-ill notv be denied 
a fair chance at jobs and college 
admisaons( some opponents of 
Prop 209, for example, insisted 
that if it were pas.scd, pregnant 
women would be fired. But die ini- 
tiative calls for fair treuement, a 
.level playing field and equal 
opportunity - ju.st not spraal prof- 
' crcnccs based on .sex or skin color. 

More serious are worries that 
tlie CCRI will make it impossible, 
to provide spcdal help for minori- 
ties so they con become truly corn- 
pctitivc. Ihis need not happen. 
Such f)rograms should be based 
'dn'sbdal and economic disadvan- 


tage, spcdal needs, sditwl scores, 
language problems or other fac- 
tors - not on race or clhnidty. 

' California coUc^ are trying to 
develop criteria that would con- 
tinue to allow a diverse student 
body under Prop 209. An admis- 
sions edge could be given, for 
example, to a student who has 
persisted despite cconooik disad- 
vantage or a disruptive fanuly sai- 
uation or language barrid*or 
physical disability. Students who 
need remedial classes could be 
shifted roa'cdrnmuiuiy'dillege for ~ 
a year or nvo, theft ad^ned to a 
university when they are fully 
prepared and competitive. 

Ihc CalifiKTiia CKil Ri^us 
Initiative bans dLscriminatian onK' 
fay the state, in public places and in 
public jobs. But as its opponems 
kept saying during ihccampaiga,it 
could set oR a dirm reaction that

of quotas, set-asides, group cntiile- 
mcnis and preferential ccztnxnt 
clsctvhcre in our soQcty. 

Wc should hope so. Itisirtsuh- 
ing to minorities and to women to 
aa as though they are unable to 
succeed on their ovsti, that their 
skin color and/or s<3c entitles 
tltcm to mos'c ahead of others 
with bctterqualifications. 
Suspidons that they have suc- 
ceeded only because of Rectal 
preferences belittles the arhieve- 
ment and competitively canted 
successes of both minorities oitd 
tromeru 

Wc dare not become a nation 
of minorities forever demanding 
advantage and cntitlefficni.s 
because of skin color or ethnicity 
o.~ claims of disaimination. We

into competing and aggrieved 
groups. We can celebrate and 
enjoy ourdivcrsity.oslongasit .

Migrant workers strive to overcome stereotypes

RUPERT - Althougli tedmology continues lo '^provc die 
productivity of farms, Idaho’s number one industry still 
depends on strong backs._ ' • 

Farm laborers, most of them Hispanic, work outdoors ail 
year long, doing the work no one cIk wants. Hunched over 
most of the time, they clear fields, lifting rocks one at a time, 
slog througli muddy wheat fields, moving inigation pipes one 
by one, and lliin the sugar beets row by row. 

After the work Ls done and Idaho weailicr lums cold, many 
of them follow tltc harvc.st to other states such as California or 
Texas. Some return to Me.vico to spend time with their fami- 
lies.

Many people tliink Hispanic farm workers sitould just work tn 
die Held and disappear the rest of the time, he said -an attitude 
that ignores dtc money migrants pump into die community. 

Mosdy, migrants just want to work, feed their families and 
live in. peace, says Pete Espinoza, director of migrant educa- 
tion programs for the Minidoka Cotmty Sctiool District. 

Sometimes conditions allow tills. Sometimes they don’t. 

“Wc went to one orchard in southwestern Idaho,” 

Rodriguez said, “and found a family living in the shell of a 
Volkswagen Becde, in the middle of the orchard, wlicrc diey 
couldn't be seen from the road, getting their drinking water 
from a crock that ran dirough there."

Bird feeders may make birds sick 

National wildlife center reports diseases linked to crowding 


BOISE (.-\P) — A lot of people 
put out bird feeders, thinking 
tiiey will itelp birds during win- 
ter. 

But the Idaho Fisli and Game 
Department says if it isn’t done 
riglii, bird feeding can be deadly 
to the animals. Experts say if 
l)ird feeders are not kept up 
properly, most people will never 
know if birds leave their feeder 
with a killing disease. 

The U.S. Fish and Wildlife 
Service’s National Wildlife 
Her^lh Center says several bird 
diseaHs are linked with feeding 
stations. All the illnesses lead 
direciiy'ltr indirectly to death 
and all stem from concentrating 
birds-at feeden:. - 

The bird diseases include sal- 


monellosis. an-ually a gnsup o: 
diseases caused by bacteria ■ 
passed to healthy birds h: feed 
and water contaminated by 
droppings or diri-« ceciac*. 

Trichomoniasis is a parasitic 
disease that comes from coemm- 
inated food and causes seres in 
mouths and throats. 
.Aspergillosis comes frem mold 
, spores found on damp f«xd and 
causes bronchitis and pneumo- 
nia in birds. 

.Avian pox causes wart-like 
£rmsihs on the tea^j^jess parts . 
of a bird's body -nhen a virus is 
passed to healthy birds rhrp tigb 
direct contact with infected ' 
birds, contaminate-d feed or by 
insciss. - - -• 

-All of the cenditiens ustiallv 


spTvad to large numbers of birds 
becatxsc they arc concentrated 
around feeders. Treating sick 
wild birds is almost never effec- 
tive, ->o prevention is required. 

Using several smaller feeders 
rather than one large one eases 
crowding, probably the main fac- 
tor. Damp, dirty food and bird 
droppings should be cleaned up 
regularly before mold, fungus 
and microbes have a chance to 
grow. Moving feeders periodical- 
ly helps, as does throwing away ' 
food that becomes mtUdy-or. 
m-jsty. 

Bird feeders should convince 
their neighbors to do the same. 
The birds that visit one feeding 
station probablj'will visit ones 
nearby.

Rwandan refugee's" 
dare to go home 


GISENYI, Rwanda (AI») — 
Fidde' Ikiliguoma’s first steps into 
Rwanda on Saturday were wobbly 
ones; His swollen feet were cov- 
ered wicli dried blood after walk- 
ing 10 days and nights through 
forests with his wife and 10 chil- 
dren. 

Baliguoma and fellow Hutu 
refugees fleeing figliting in nonh- 
eiistem Zaire between the Zairian 
army and rebel Tutsis climbed 
trees to keep their bearings and 
survived on roots and water 
squeezed from die mud. 

"tVlien the deadly sounds of war 
reached his refugee camp, there 
was no time to gather food and 
water. “We ran, we hardly took 
anjilting with as. 'Iliat's tvhy many 
people died," he said. . 

Galiguoma said lie counted at 
least 10 bodies lying on forest 
padis during his jouriiey. \Vidiout 
immediate, large-scale foreign . 
intervention, aid workers fear 
many of the 1.1 million refugees 
will Iwgin dying of .starvauon, 

The journey is periliwwi even 
beyond tlie lack of fotni iiiid water. 
Another arrival, Didas 
Ntibankaundiye, said many 
refugees were injured in tiie p;in- 
icked fligiit, falling or getting lo.st -- 
on die steep, winding pad«. 

About -too Zairian refugees 
dn)WTied tvhen their boat capsized 
while fleeing .across Lake 
Tanganyika into Ttuizanin, a new.s- -• 
paper reported Saturday. 

The boat from Uvira, Zaire, 90 
miles from die Tanzanian lake port ' 
town of Kigoma, was overiQadcd 
and capsized Friday in higli \rinds, 
.arriving refugees told the Kigoma 
netvspaper, Ktilulu. 

The newspaper said another 
boat carrying an unknown numlwr 


of Zairian refugees lost its way, 
and its fate was unknown. 

, The humanitarian group Doctors 
Without Borders estimates that 
more than 13,000 people already 
have died since limiting began in 
eastern Zaire dtree weeks ago. 

'Hie fighting displaced Zairians 
as well as the Hutu refugees from 
Rwanda and Burundi living in 
camps in c.xstem Ztiire, many since 
1994. The Hutu refugees had 
feared reprisals from the Tut.si-lcd 
army diat took control of Rw"and.i, 
ousting a Hutu govemmem respon- 
sible for the summer 1994 mas- 
saae of a half-million Tutsis. 

Both die Zairian rebels and tlie 
Rwandan military, wliich patrols 
on die Rwandan side of the border, 
want die refugees to go homa-But 
Hutus who fled to Zaire came 
mainly from sites of die most bru- 
tal slaughter in 1994. That made it 
easier for Hutu militias — which 
.fled to Zairian camps with the dril- 
ians — to terrorize refugees into 
not returning home. 

Ntibankaundiye, the 26-year-old 
refugee who told of the panic in flee- 
ing Kahindo camp, made die diffi- 
ailt choice to go home to Rwand.i. 
He stood ramrod straight at the 
Rwandan Iwrder town of Gi.senyi, 
despite die long joiuney tWdi a baby 
lied to Ids Ixick and a rolled-up mat- 
uess balanced on his head. 

While wandering south- two • 
riiglus ago, luicertaiii where lo ga 
a group of armed men — he wasn’t 
ccnain-wlio they were — gave him 
adioice. 

"They told us we liad two 
options: Either we could stay wan- 
dering in the forest and try and 
survive, or we could return home 
wliere we would get help," he said. 
"We decided to come home.".

Early Saturday’s ouster of 
wartime military leader Mladic, 
who is accuseti of leading some of . 
(he Bosnian war’s most vicious 
campaigns, is ilic first major per- 
sonnel diange among the Bosnian 
Serbs since the summer, when 
Radovan Karadzic was forced tu 
step down as civilian leader. 

--’nic move — Mlntlic’.s staff xvas 
sacked as well — also demon- 
strates that the Bosnian Serb 
leadership miglit be moving fur- 
ther away from its former patron, 
Yugoslav President Slobodan 
Milosevic. 

In her statement dismissing 
Mladic, Bosnian Serb President 
Biljona Plavsic cited intemation-' 
al opposition to having a person 
indicted.for war crimes heading a 
formidable military force. 

Mladic has twice been indicted 
by the U.N. war crimes tribunal 
in The Hague, Netherlands. The 
Dayion pe.ice accord bars indict- 
ed war crimes su.spects from hold- 
ing public office. 

Mladic and Karadzic have kept 
a low profile in recent months;- 
neither has been arrested. 

However, due to the cnonnous 
trust Mladic .hill enjoys among 
the Bosnian Serbs, and the army 
in p.-irticular, Plavsic was careful 
“lu thank him and his general 
staff for all they have done for 
the Scrji people during the war.’| 

Plavsic .succeeded Karadzic as 
Serb leader and was elected pre.s- 
idem of the Serb half of Bosnia in 
Scptcmlier clcctinn.s. 


\RrYADH, Saudi Arabia (AP)

Klialid, now a retired general, 
is highly respected hero as a hero 
of the war in which an allied 
coalition liberated Kuwait from 
Iraqi occupation. He jointly com- 
manded the multinational force 
with U.S. Lt. Cen. Norman 
Scluvarzkopf. 

In the interview with Al-Hayat, 
Klialid blamed much of the in.sta- 
bilicy in the region on die United 
States and Israel. 

He said the two are putting 
pressure on Palestinians to 
retract their claim to Arab cast 
Jerusalem and accept Israeli sov- 
ereigmy in many areas in the 
Wo.st Bank.

13 players', the Eagles got back 
to wiiat coach Dan Henning 
called ‘‘our little s.mciuary.'' 

Unfortunately, No. 17 Notre 
Dame joined tiiem there, scor- 
ing four. consecutive touch- 
downs to break a third-quarter 
tie and heat BC 48-21. 

"Wlien you finally get an 
opportunity to play (lie game, 
you have a chance to make it all 
better,’' said Al Krevis, a for- 
mer Boston College lineman 
wiio watched with his Il-year- 
old .son, “If they coulil iiave won 
the game, tlicy could put all this 
behind them. 

“It is still .the game that mat- 
ters. Tiiat’s the beamy of foot- 
ball. When you get out there on 
tlie gridiron, you put it out of 
your mind and you play the 
game.” 

BC suspended 13 players 


.Wednesday after an investiga- 
tion found they had violiued 
NC/VA rules against gambling.

What was life like in the Magic Valley 
during the Great Depresshai? Two let- 
ters tell the story. 

They were written in the winter of 
1934 to Ralph and Margaret Little by 
Ralph’s sister, Ruth Weber. She and her • 
husband, Walt, were living on his late 
father’s hardscrabble homestead bn 
Poverty Flats, a few miles west of 
Bellevue. 

According to Ralph and Margaret’s 
son, Bill, who suppUedlhe letters to'TTic. 
rimcs-JVcit's, the Webers had been living 
in Wallace in the early 1930s where 
Walt was a miner. Diey had been doing 
well until work ran out in 1933, so they 
packed up and moved to Blaine County, 
then a played-out mining community. 
Their homestead was rocky ground at 
the end of the ditch. 

\Vhat water did make it to the place 
had a hard time making tilings grow on 
marginal ground, Bill Little said, and 
the house was just a shack — and a poor 
one at that. 

Ralph and Margaret Little lived in 
Emmett, where Ralph 'started a feed 
store. In 1934, busines.s was not good,

"Between 1933 and 1939, feder- 
al economic agencies devoted a 
grand total of $331 million in fed- 
eral assistance to Idaho,” 
Arrington wrote. “During that 
same period, federal taxes collect- 
ed in Idaho probably did not 
exceed $12 nuilion.”

“We came to Idaho from 
Tennesscc-in-1935;“Taid~Jcsse” 
Posey, 66, of Kimberly. “I was S at 
the dmc. I asked my cousin later 
if we camped out on our way to 
Idaho and he said, ho, we just 
drove straight through, and pic- 
nicked with a loaf of bread, 
bologna or cheese and crackers.” 

Posey’s first Idaho home was a 
converted garage in Twin Falls, 
then a one-room house near the 
railroad tracks in Kimberly. 

"We had our share of hobos 
who were looking for a handout 
and I can remember that my 
mother would always find some- 
thing to share with them,” he 
said. “That was the thing about 
those days: Nobody had anything, 
and yet they always were willing 
to share.” 

The house where Posey lived 
wasn’t insulated. Fortunately, 
young Jesse had befriended the 
local depot agent. 

“Mr. Shepard told my mother 
that he would leave the coal 
house open and after dark, I 
could come over and get a bucket 
of coal but if anyone saw me, he 
knew notiiing about it. The bu^- 
ct of coal that 1 got every night 
was a gift from a very caring 
man."

“I’d been taught to be thrifty as 
a boy, so I opened a savings 
account and put 25 cents in when- 
ever I could,” Arrington said. 
“Then the bank closed and I lost

82 -year-old editor, son publish 
paper the old-fashioned way 


SAGUACHE, Colo. (AP) — 
Marie Vivienne Coombs hasn’t 
missed a deadline in 61 ycorf — 
not even when her father died in 
1935 and when her husband died 
in 1978. 

"I’m surprised Fve survived 61 
years of tliis and people arc still 
speaking to me,” says the 82-year- 
old editor of the weekly Saguache 
Crescent. Saguache, about 90 
miles west of Pueblo, is the ser- 
vice center for the farms and 
Tanches in the San Lxus Valley. 

One reason is chat she has 

-Stccred.away_£rom- controversy. 

“It divides the town. I’m one of 
those who try not to get too 
involved,” she says. 

The only politics found in the 
weekly are in the letters to the 
editor, and then “only if they are 
not too vicious. We try to keep it 
small tots"n, small family.” 

Museum news, church news, 
births, deaths and recollections, 
-thank-you-notos-and-ocher per- — 
sonal items are the Crescent’s 


bread and butter. It sells for a 
quaneracopy. 

The 117-year-old paper does 
not cover town meetings. “We’d 
have to hire a reporter,” says 
Dean Coombs, her 44-year-old 
son, the publisher and only other 
employee. 

Keeping costs down is the 
other key to the paper’s survival. 

-There t«;e no computers here. 
If dictation 'heeds to be taken, 
Mrs. Coombs does it long hand. 

Some visilors walk in and think 
they are in a museum. Old calcn- 
-dars-and-photos-hang-on-the- 
walls; the office is packed with 
aging machines. “Everything in 
here basically works whether we 
use it or not,” said Dean Coombs. 

Each edition of the Crescent, 
usually four pages, is printed on a 
Lee Challenge Linotype. Dean 
and his mother type the paper oh 
the machine's keyboard, and it is 
set into type on hoc mcttil slugs. It 
-sounds Q'bit-like a-slot mnt^e - 
iliat isn’t paying off.

FREMONT, Calif. - When 
' Tom McMahon looks back on his 
own years as a carefree adoles- 
cent, he shudders. Those beer- 
enhanced car rides, those days 
without seat bells, those feelings 
of invulncrabilhy. It’s enough to 
make a dad cringe. 

. Today, as a professor of coun- 
seling and psychology at Ohlone 
College in Fremont and the father 
of tw'o daughters “on the brink of 
adolescence,” McMahon has writ- 
ten what may be the definitive 

• book on not only surviving, but 
, relishing and enhancing those 

tumultuous years of being the 
_ parent_o£an adolescent. “Teen 
Tips: A Praaical Survival Guide 
•for Parents with Kids 11-19” 
(Pocket Books, $12) is McMahon's 
attempt to spread the word on the 
best approach to the care and 
feeding of teen-agers. 

McMahon describes his own 
juggling act as a tenuous balance 
between teaching, writing and 
spending time svith his family. In 
the midst of it all, he says, he 
Aries to remember what he has 
; learned from his rcseardi. 

; Q. What’s the biggest mistake 
parents make with teens? 

A The way, when ue do talk to 
Jt/tern, u>e/aTurE!ando7fti:c. Toti- 
agers tell me how most o'f'whai 
they hear is nag^ng and touring 
from their parents. If we looked 
back at the last 24 hours, 90 per- 
cent of our comments would be neg- 
ative: "Arc you going to live in that 
pigsty? Arc you really going to wear 
that? You want to get a tattoo?" 

One strategy is to talk about 
strengths instead of weaknesses. 
Instead of saying wha t a pigsty the 
room is, notice the first time they 
do a little picking up and say, 
"^Vow, that's great." \Vc forget to 
catch than being good. And oftax 
we Stan a conversation in an accus- 
ing way. The minute ivc do that, 
the conversation is over as far as 
theioen<igicriscotxccmod, ■ 

Q. Then what is a good way to 
toBc to a teen? 


A If there is a problem, timing is 
everything. If you see your child 
walk in the door after school and it 
is obvious they've had a bad day, 
that is not the Time to start trying to 
talk about what 's bothering you. It is 
likcall intcrpcrsorwl ndatiorwhips. 

A numbiT of parents told me the 
best talks they had were during car 
time, orx the ivay somewhere. It can 
be very productive time. That's 
when children will ask their par- 
ents about sexuality or about drugs. 
I think one reason they'll talk 
about sensitive things in the car is 
they don’t have to sit looking at 
you eye to eye. The iViunbcr Two 
time is bedtime. But the big mes- 
sage is to take advantage of tfie 
.. limes when your teen-ager wants to 
talk. It can t be scheduled by when 
it's convenient /or you. 

Q. ^Vhat is (he biggest parental 
misconception about adoles- 
cents? 

A. Parettts think ihcir teen-ager 
doesn't need them anymore once 
they hit early adolescence, because 
they just want to be with their 
friends. It's true, kids at that age 
ua’ doing what they need to do to 
form peer relationships and to 
become more independent, and a 
lot of parents get very threatened 
by that. But it docs not mean they 
don 't need you anymore. 

Q. How can parents balance 
uitervening and letting go? 

A. Teens have a lOycar period of 
life in which they have to Icarti to 
function in the adult world. I have a 
rule of thumb that you can inenase 
your fCCTt’s privileges and indcTWi- 
dence at a mie commensurate ivith 
ihcir track record in maturity, relia- 
bility and dependability. You fa the 
leash out little by little Parents who 
arc too overly controlling will aid up 
with rvbdlion. 

Q. How can parents help their 
(ccjKigcn: deal with stress? 

A. Our, teen-agers arc too busy, 
and they arc not getting enough 
sleep. Tccn-agcrs need 10 hours of 
sleep a night. It's a parent's respon- 
sibility to make sure they have 
some down time I don 'c bciiciK any 
teen should be working more than 
20 hours a week.

Afeeshmanat the-University of 
California. Santa Cruz recalled 
what moving across thc country

■ sionals built iheTtwerafParniB- 
Babblc, when common senile 
ruled the Tearing of children, 
parents held children nccoinn- 
able for their beharior.

Principle: For cveiy choice, 
there is a consequence. Good 
choices being good consequences 
_Md bad choices, bad ones. 

,, Tarehts also understood, hnw- 
. ever, that life in the Real T.Vorld 
wasn’t exactly that simple. In ihe 
Real World, whereas a person 
•—must make a lot -of good 'chaiaa; 
over a relatively long period -of 
time in order to reap ■die rewards 
of his or her tffons, a bad dmice 
is usually punished immedi^y. 
Therefore, parents (and teach- 
ers) were apt to make no big 
deals over the good choices a 
child made. Thej* simply encour- 
aged him to make more of ibe 
some.

(a, La,, sinful) natures and want 
CO bear themselres. (Boy, this 
Rosemond guy is getting pretty 
psychologj^'ly incorrea. isn’t 
he?!) Please don’t exaggerate* 
what Fm saying. Fm not talking 
about causing children to loathe 
themselves, but rather to view 
rhtgrsefres with faunuiiry. 

To devdop humility, a child 
must come to grips with pcnancc 
and atonement. The spiritually 
mature adult, when be docs 
something wrong, will impose 
pcnancc upon himself and pre- 
scribe for himself appropriate 
3i(fnns af atonement. But a child 
is not spiritually mature; ibcre- 


fore, it is rare that a child, after 
doing something wrong, will vol- 
untarily impose and prescribe 
these things upon himself. Thcy 
must be imposed on him and 
prescribed for him by adults, 
and the only adults capable of 
carrying out this obligation to 
the child and society arc (hose 
who live in the Real World. 
Unfortunately, and largely 
becanse the Keepers of (he 
Tower have confused the reali- 
ties of child rearing and 
replaced them with the mytholo- 
gy of “progressive parenting,” 
there is today a dearth of par- 
ents who fully. accept this 
responsibility.

Rcitsma, has been piling manure 
and straw in rows, grinding, turn- 
ing and aerating each bat(± up to • 
20 times in four months until the 
rows look like rich mounds of 
soft, dark dirt. 

With 100 acres in seven Magic 
Valley sites, Wood’s company is 
produdng 100,000 cubic yards of 
compost a year. 

This year’s low potato prices 
are bad news for spud growers, 
but cattle at the Circle 4 Cattle 
Co. fcedlot seem glad to take 
them off the market. 

— At-the-fecdlot'southwest'of — 
Jerome, a 900-ton stack of locally 
grown rubers is making its way to 
feed bunks.

Fed, like voters, won’t change

NEW YORK (AP) — Progress 
. may be a basic precept of busi- 
ness, but in matters other than 
profits and stock price, investors 
have become a reactionary 
bunch of late: drawirfg great 
pleasure from familiar faces and 
ideas, chafing at the suggestion 
of change. 

To Wall Street’s delight, the 
elections produced little 
change in Washington, and now 
a cautious eye has turned to 
this coming week’s Federal 
Reserve meeting on interest 
rate policy. 

Clinging to their Election Day 


die with what appears a winning 
formula. With a 33.5 percent 
return on the Dow Jones indus- 
trial average in 1995 and a 21.6 
percent advance so far this year, 
things seem just fine in 
Washington. 

Never mind that big business 
-and the financial markets often 
-loan toward Republican philoso- 
phy. 

For a truly conservative 
approach to government, make 
sure there arc different parties 
in control of the White Housr 
and Congress. 

With President Clinton and 
House' SpeUker Newt Gingrich 
stepping on each other’s toes at 
every turn, there’ll be no profit 
squeeze from sweeping reforms 
in health care, tobacco regula- 
tion, or environmental protec- 
tion; there will be no big tax 
cut to weigh down the bond 
market with rising federal 
de ficit.s or inflationary econom- 
ic growth. 

That contrasts sharply with 
the backdrop for 1994’s jjaltry 2 
percent return on the Dow. Back 
then. President Clinton and a 
Democratic majority were try- 
ing to remake the federal gov- 
ernment. 

The economy was bubbling 
along, but the Federal Reserve 
moved to avert an inflationary 
pop with a flurry of interest rate 
increases, jostling the markets 
repeatedly. 

The Fed has similar concerns 
those days. By early summer, a 
steady flow of strong economic 
data had made it seem all but 
.certain that Fed policy-makers 
'would make a pre-emptive 
;strikc against inflation by 
increasing the central bank’s 
key lending rates for the first 
time since early 1995. 

But patience prevailed, and 
an ensuing stream of weaker 
economic data has made Fed 
inactivity the most likely course 
-for the near term.

the year as inflation jitters 
mounted, with effectively stew- 
arding the economy this year. 
Rapid inflation never material- 
ized, perhaps because the high- 
er bond market rates slowed 
down the pace of borrowing and 
spending. 

“It appear as thougli the rise 
in long-term interest rates this 
year has done the Fed’s job for 
them. The case for much slower 
growth in 1997 is very strong,” 
said Hugh Johnson, chief invest- 
ment officer at First Albany 
Corp., noting the economy could 
need a shot in the arm before 
long. 

With bond rates beginning to 
fall, the Fed may not have to 
provide the stimulus. Given the 
current mood on Wall Street, 
that type of Fed inactivity miglu 
be OK too. 

On Friday, the Dow Jones 
industrial average rose 13.78 to 
6,219.82. It was the third 
straight record close and the 
fifth straight winning session for 
the ppv^ which gamed 197.89, 
points, or 3.3 percent, on the 
week.

Backpeddling in motion 

Land managers seek to placate public after outcry over national monument

SALT LAKE CITY - Federal land 
managers want to kiss, and make up 
witli .southern Utah after angering area 
residents with the creation of the Grand 
Siaircase-Escolanic National Monument 
in Utah earlier tiiis year. 

An Interior Department offidal told a 
convention of 200 National Park Service 
rangers and maintenance employees 
. that it’s time start_vvorking with the 
“edmmunitre's' impiicted'by natibhar 
parks, monuments a'nd land policies. 

“We want to adopt a program tluit is 
the opposite from the 'War on the 
H’est,’ something fm calling 'U'orking 
witli the West,’" said George Frampton, 
assistant Interior secretary of fish, 
wildlife and parks, at o convention in 
Corpus Christi, Texas. The remarks 
were reported in Tlie Salt Lake Tribune 
Saturday. 

“In .spite of — or because of — the 
hostility toward the new national monu- 
ment, I feel that .southern Utah is ripe 
for developing a cuopcraitve planning 
process,” he said. 

Frampton said another prospective 
locations for such a program would be 
the Yellowstone National Park area, 
where some locals arc angry about the 
re-introduction of wolves and President 
Clinton's decision to block dev'elopmem 
of a proposed gold mine just ouiside the 
park's border. 

In a freewheeling discussion that Itit 
topics ranging from upcoming increases 
in park-entrance fees to renegade road 
grading in southern Utah, Frampton 
said he wants the Interior Department 
' to build on regional planning efforts 
such as the Canyon Country 
Partnerslup in soutlieastern Utah, a col- 
lection of county, city, state and federal 
officials who meet quarterly to discuss 
land-use issues. 

While no details of the “Working with 
the West" plan have been finalized, 
Frampton said he would like to present 
the proposal to the White House for 
in c^jo n in the Clinton administration's 
ncw^iticul agenda. 

“If we can bring some of the experi- 
ence in cooperative planning dial we’ve 
had in other areas of the country to the 
problems in the Intcrmountain West, it 
would be a positive process,” Frampton 
said. '

— Only a few solid 
traces of a once-thriving town at the 
eastern Teach'cs''of'JosepIiinc"C6uhty' 
now remairu But one history, lover who 
tromped tlic hills around the noiv-disap- 
penred town of Williamsburg is trying 
to put a monument on the site so that it 
won’t be forgotten. 

Mike Oaks once roamed the area 
between modem Williams and Provoli 
for additions to his bottle collection. He 
found chunks of bottles and an occa- 
sional lock and one long-buried Liberty 
dollar — and one 102-ycar-old bom 
there. who told Itim stories for nvo hours 
of the boomtown that was 
WiUiam.sburg. Besides the few artifacts, 
the stories and just three photos in the 
libraries of Oregon’s historical societies, ■ 
all that remains are the carefully 
stacked rocks that made up the races 
for tiic mines. 

The Chinese moved in after tiic wliitc ' 
miners had gotten the best of the gold 


and stacked the rocks carefully, driving 
the xvatcr from ditches down the races. 
Now the mossnrevered stacks — a few of 
them 12- or 14- fcct hig h — are ih^only 
ihlJimUons on>uman JiabiiatioiTberorc 
the din driveways and mcial-sidcd 
homes begon popping up in the hills.

Coles said the Idaho Department of 
Law Enforcement would oversee the 
inquiiy. 

Kevin Jolinson, a spcdal agent with the 
Department of Law Enforcement, said the 
state's investigator would not allow the 
probe to be compromised. The officer was 
not ideniiTicd. 

"I expect him to be active, advise, 
observe and then write a complete 


repon,” Johnson said. 

Hennessey’s shooting death was the 
third episode this year in which Boi.se 
police were in incidents involving gunfire.. 

On Jam 24, police shot a gimman who 
had taken employees of a West One Bank 
branch hostages. The gunman sun-ived. 
On June 24, a man who had hijacked a car 
and pointed a pistol at a police officer was 
shot and killed after a chase through 
dmsTitown srreets. 

Boise detectives were the sole investiga- 
tors in those cases. The officers involved 


were cleared of any wrongdoing, but this . 
case is different, Boise Police spokesman 
Lt. Jim Tibbs said. 

The earlier ca.ses involved uniformed^ 
patrolmen on duty who discharged their 
weapons in order to apprehend suspects 
who probably had committed serious , 
felonies. 

“This paniadar is.sue, it’s a little more 
complex," Tibbs s;iid. 

He said questions have been raised 
about Smith '.s off-duty statas, his u.se of an 
unmarked police car wliile working a pri- 


vate security detail at the Neil Diamond 
concert, his decision to bring his wife and • 
daughtw in the car during tlie pursuit of 
Hennessey’s speeding Mustang, and 
Smith’s use of his .4S-caliber pistol to 
.slioot Hennessey, wlio was unarmed. 

Tibbs did not mention an autopsy 
repon that showed Henne.sscy’s blood- 
alcohol level was 0.27 — almost three 
times the legal limit of 0.10.

Environmental, industry groups

Environmental and industry 
groups are praising proposed rules 
for implementing a.Iaw ainied.aL_ 
spunmg development of commer- 
cial sites contaminated with petro- 
leum or hazardous substances. 

• Mike Medberry, state issues 
director for the Idaho 
Conservation League, said pro- 
posed rules for the Idaho Land 
Remediation Act are an improve- 
ment on legislation that became 
law earlier this ye;u. 

“They arc clearer,” ho said. 
“They allow some cenainty to tiie 
cleanup vvhereas die bill gave cer- 
tainty to die financial break to the 
developer. If the developer gets 
some benefit, the public should 
get some benefit.” 

The proposed rules outline pn> 


cedures that must be'iiscd to 
determine site-specific cleanup 
standards for protecting public 
healdi and die environment, Idoho- 
-Dhision of Environmeninl (Quality 
officials said. Developers and state 
offidaLs would develop work plans 
for remediation of contaminated 
sites. Tlie public would get to com- 
ment on the plans for a 30-day 
period before tiicy are finalized. 

A public hearing would be held 
if 25 written requests from poten- 
tially affected panics or one or - 
more written requests from an 
organization representing 25 or 
more potentially affected mem- 
Ikts are made. After the deanups 
are completed, developers would 
get a seven-year property tax 
break equal to half of the 
increased land value and a 


covenant from the state not to sue. 

Idaho ;Vs.sodadon of Commerce 
and Indu-suy Vice President Brent 
— Olmstead said the rules follow tlie - 
intent of the law, which is 
designed to expedite dcanup of 
contaminated soils not ordinarily 
covered In- die federal Superfund 
law. Tlie soil would be dcaned up 
to meet neighborhood standards. 

“It i.s a good benefit fo r the busi- 
ness community as they can do 
lhi.s tiuickly and understand what 
is expected of them and it pro- 
vides .strong protections for the 
public health and environment," 
Olrastend said.

Tlie iniiabicanis must have had 
a long look at their town's build- 
ings in 1863 or ‘64 when the gold 
was mostjy gone to decide what . 
would bo worth .saving, Tlie ones 
in good condition were put on 
skids and dragged off. Then tlie 
foundations were’ dug into for 
gold. 

David John, the blacksmith of 
the lownThad a honiestcaS about 
a mile away and took the old post 
office and also the log building 
that held Gustav Karewski’s sup- 
ply store. Karewski was a succes.s- 


ful Prussian immigrant who 
made a small fortune running 
store.s in Jacksonville and then 
expanding to .supply the miners 
on Sterling Creek and then at 
Williamsburg. His headstone 
remains in the Jewish section of 
the old Jacksonville ccmcccr}', 
and his home, built in 1867 in 
Jacksonville, is still standing, 
Oaks says. 

What happened to other build- 
ings i.sn’c clear, but there were 
plenty. Two other stores supplied 
■ everyone — one run by a Mr. 
Woods and another by L.T. 
Layton — who doubled Ids work 
by overseeing the extensive 
ditch-digging projects around the 
town. Indeed the oldest major 
ditch in the county is the 
Baltimore Ditch, dug by a group 
of Baltimore natives to supply 
ivacer from Williams Creek to the 
miners for their work.

11; and son, Reed. 9. 1 asked how he met his wife. 

"We met in school when we were 16.” Howard 
replied, smiling. ‘Td waited to date until I got a car. 
Then I felt disgruntled because I didn't have any luck 
with my dating, and then I met Cheryl. She wasn't 
a cheerleader or popular in high school, and neither 
was I. This year my daughter staned high school. 


She was talking to me about parties, and I said. 'I 
didn't go to poiu'es inhigh school. I was never invited, 
i was too shy.' When 1 went out on a dale with Cheryl. 
I just had the greatest time nmf fell in love right 
away.” They married on June 7, 1975. Cheryl is a 
writer and has a degree in geriatric psychology. 

It was during his high school years that Ron 
Howard began to focus on something difTerenu 

"I had a new dream,” he told me. *Yo become a di- 
rector. The job always appealed to me. I used to watch 
my dad dir^ng plays. I don't think I really ever had 
a performer's personality or need to be notioed or need 
to hide behind acharacter. Directing was my dream. 
I began to read and study film for the (Irst time.” 

' At 15, Howard had begun shooting nim.s with a 
Super-8 camera, and after graduating from high 
sdioo] he took film courses at the University of 
Southern California but left after two years. He be- 
lieved he could learn the craft better on a working .set. 
but getting his first job wasn't easy. 


”I didn't want to sit around waiting for the phone 
to ring.” he recalled. "At one time 1 had this idea to 
buy a TV commercial and say. 'Well, you’ve seen me 
as Opie. I've entertained you over the years, and now 
I have a dream.' I’d hold up a script and say. 'Send 
me a dollar. Let me fulfill my dream!’ That was my 
fantasy of how to get into independent films.” 

How he actually did it was by meeting Roger 
Corman. the B-movie dircclor/producer who hud 
given Martin Scorsese and Francis Ford Coppola 
their first directing jobs. It was agreed that Howard 
would star in Corman's Eat My Dust and. in return, 
Corman would produce Grand Theft Auto, with 
Howard starring and directing from a .script he co- 
wrote with his father. The movie, released in 1977, 
cost S602.000 to make an(fgros,scd SI 5 million. Ron 
Howard, the director, was on his way. 

"I think of myself as a storyteller.'.’ Howard said. 
■‘Directors say a lot about themselves by their choic- 
es. I don't choose something unless there’s some- 
thing about it I find involving and morally defensi- 
ble. I’ve nude movies I wouldn’t let my 1 1-year-old 
daughters or 9-ycar-old Son see. But 1 haven't made 
anything I thought celebrated a behavior I wouldn't 
want my kids involved with. As a filmmaker I've 
got to be accountable. But it can't be legislated. So 
I ask myself, ‘Am I helping or hutting?' I feel I'm not 
making films that make things worse in society, a 
place my kids have to live in. 

“Most of my films are cclcbratioas." he contin- 
ued. “Ransom is probably the first film that's not. 
It’s asurviva) story, a trial where huthan beings find 
themselves thoroughly compromised.

"My mother’s had a lot ofheart problems, but she 
keeps coming back from it,” he said. "She's had by- 
pass surgery twice — the first time in 1989. when she 
-wasblrlt's unbelievably painfiilrMyrnothcnilways- 
kind of deferred to my dad. who was naturally strong 
anyway.' so she didn't have to display her strength 
that often. It was very moving for me when I saw 
her face these things with the kind of courage and 
commitment to life that I didn't know she had. 

“I had a chance to talk with her, one of those con- 
versations where you’re not 100 parent certain you're 
going to sec the person again. In talking to her, I dis- 
covered something lid ovcrlcrakcd, about our fami- 
ly and myself. Neither of my parents are intellectu- 
als. nor am I. We’re not given to deep analysis or 
self-analysis, certainly. But I hod a kind of epiphany. 

I understood that this very simple, very basic integrity 
had always been there. I saw her strength: her belief 
that life is always good, no matter how hard it is, that 
living your life with honor has great value and pur-

ness. “It's ull too common for a family 
doctor to be too busy to explain what to 
do." she says. "Asthma can be very fright* 
ening to u young child and to adults." 

Dr. Wynn's efforis oomeot a time when 
Mthma is on ihe-risenadonwide. About- 
5000 Americans died from mtuck.s last 
year — a44pcna;ntincrca.scsinccl983. 
And o.sthma ca.ses ore up ^ percent .sinw 
the early '80s. according to the Notional 
lasd cutes of Health. In parts of some cities, 
such as New York and Chicago, children 
are hospitalized ut twice the naliomil rate. 

To public health workers, the problem ' 
is c.specially frustrating, since drugs to 
fight asthma have become more pow^ul 
than ever. Asthma paticnt.s today can 
choose from an array of steroid-based 
drugs token as pills, liquids or through on 
inhScr. And when the wheezing becomes 
bod or un attack hits, inhaled mascic rc- 
laxanLs help most patients breathe easier. 

Nonethdcs.s, about 12 million Ameri- 
cans struggle with asthma: At least 4 
million arc children under 1 0. with boys 
in this age group twice as likely to be af- 
flicted as girls. (The rates begin to even 
out at puberty.) Mo.st children outgrow 
it by their teens. But asthma still caus- 
es more missed school days than any 
other chronic illness. Adult-onset aslh- 
mu also has become more common. 
And for African-Americans, the death

wrong medications. For paticnB with 
mild asthma — defined as hating axjgh- 
ing episodes and wheezing about once 
or twice a week — the muscle-relaxant 
spray drugs, or bronchodilaiors. arc 
effective. (Always dieck with your doc- 
tor before beginning any medication.) 

The danger is for people who have 
more severe symptoms. Studies indi- 
cate that these dnigs may not be strong 
enough to unblock tidily squeezed air- 
way.s. Guidelines for patients with mod- 
erate to sevae asthma now lerommend 
steroid-bused drugs to control the in- 
flammation of the airways, with bron- 
chodilators os a backup. The idea is to 
asthma before discomfort se» in. 

But patients may be reluctant to 
follow this approach. “You have to 
keep taking the steroids every day un- 
til they kick in," says Dr. Calmun 
Prussin of the National Institute of 
Allergy and Infectious Di-seoscs. “But 
patients do not feel belter right away, 
so they learn to depend on the bron- 
chodilaiors.” Adds Dr. Wynn: “We 
monitor our patients carefully. They 
catch on with repeated office visits.” 

With proper care, millions of asthma 
sufferers can lead full, active lives. Atxl 
even severe asthma has not stopped 
some of Aincrica'shanicst-training ath- 
letes, such as Everett Wdss, 18. the 1996 
U.S. Mcn'.s Figure Skating Champion. 
Weiss has bud asthma since age 4. and 
he sufTcred a near-fatal attack when h'c 
was 13. Today, he relies on five dif- 
fcrcnl medications. “I have to be very 
disciplined about them,” he says. 

Dr. Fmcgold recommends that fam- 
ilies with an asthma patient develop a 
rescue plan. If someone you know is 
Jiaving anaoack. slay calm, give the pa- 
tient medication immediately and call 
the doctor. If the doctor isn’t available, 
go to the nearest emergency room. IK

flush it down the toilet in the buck 
room, but I could not contribute to an 
organization in which I did not believe. 

Paul expressed his regret at my re- 
sponse. and the group left without any 
expressions of anger. Fortunately for' 
me. this was at the beginning of a dor- 
mant period in our unnuTil business 
cycle, shortly after the crops were "laid 
by” and about two months before har- 
vest time. During this time, I thought 
a lot about leaving Plaias and getting 
a job with some large company in- 
volved in the young but expanding nu- 
clear power industry. 

One by one. I visited all the men 
who had come to sec me in my ofTicc. 

I found them to be much.Iess con- 
cerned individually than they had 
seemed in the group that day. In fact, 
some of them resented the pressure 
that had been put on them to join the 
council. When peanuts were harvest- 
ed and brought to market in Septem- 
ber, ! watched with concern when 
some of their micks putlcd onto the 
scales of my competitor down, the 
street. However, most ofthcm slill 
showed up at my warchou.se. ' 

This was a serious crisis, but it 
brought Rosalynn and me even clo.s- 
‘ertogether.-Rosa!ynn began to help " 
me ut the warehouse, keepmg the 
books, sending out monthly bills and,* 
after u yeur or two. settling up with u 
few of our easiomers for their entire 
year's trade. Our hard work and the 
slowly improving racial attitudes in 
Georgia let us survive financially. 

Unfortunately, the overall issue of 
racial integration was not resolved eo.s* 
ily. For the following 15 years (and 
even until today), strong segregation 
sentiments remained. The influence 
of the White Cilizcas Council slow- 
ly faded in all the states except Missis- 
sippi. but in our county the John Birch 
Society gained a stronghold. In Amcri- 
cus. Ca.. our county scat, a large mu- 
• jority of bonkers, doctors and lawyers 
were active members. The daily Tunes- 
Recorder aVMoys. ran the regular John 
Birch column prominently on it.s edi- 
torial page. A number of private 
schools were organized by white par- 
ents who refused to permit their chil- 
dren to be educated with bixk students. 

Strong social and economic pres-- 
.surcs.wcrc exerted to prevent further 
integration. The churches, free of gov- 
ernment authority, were niost immune 
to change. There was a notable pho- 
tograph. widely publi.shcd, of black 
people kneeling in prayer in front of an 
Amcricus church, confronted by a 
stem line of Melhodi.st stewards with 


anns cro.sscd. guarding the front door 
of God’s hou.se of worship. 

As late as 1965. after I hud been u 
Georgia state senator for four years, 
another boycott wa.s organized against 
our family business. After our oldest 
son graduated from high school, our 
entire family, look a thrcc-wcck sum- 
mer vacation to Mexico. We traveled 
without a specific idnerary, often stay- 
ing in smaller cities, practicing our 
Spanish and seeing the sights. 

After we returned home, I noticed 
that very few people came to my olTicc 
as they usually did to buy feed, settle • 
small accounts orjast to visit fora while. 

After a few days, one of our rela- 
tives told me that he had been visited 
by two prominent John Btrehers, who 
informed him where we had suppo.s- 
cdly just spent the lost several week.s. 

I soon discovered that they had gone 
to the county courthouse, examined 
the public agricultural records, ob- 
tained a list of everyone who had ever 
.sold peanuts to us and then visited oil 
the farmers to urge that they no longer 
deal with our warehou.se. Their story 
was that we had visited a Communist 
training camp inflonhem Alabama for 
a month, learning how to expedite racial 
im'esniiion in the South! These were 
some of the most .successful leaders in 
"ourcountyrlncluding the presidenfof ' 
the largest lasurance agency and a man 
who had served in the State Legisla- 
ture for eight years, filling the same 
seal my father had held. ^ 

I immediately confronted the two 
.men who had.concocted.the story. 
Both of them claimed, falsely, that 
they had intfuiablc evidence that their 
information wo.s correct. It was only 
after I relumed with hotel receipts and 
other records from places in Mexico 
that they grudgingly admitted the truth. 
Then, as was the case 10 years earli- 
er, I had to visit my cu.stomcrs one at. 
a time in order to defuse this crisis. 

Plains was and is a wonderful place 
to live. As in all Southern communities, 
the white people were faced with a 
quandary during the civil rights days, 
but they struggled through die ordeal 
and ultimately made the right decision. 
The “professional” .scgnigalionist lead- 
ers who influenced both the legal system 
and most of the religious congregatioas 
eventually faded into the background. 
With each passing year during the 
1950s and 1960s, more and more cit- 
izens in our town cumc to understand 
that ”scparatc but equal” was compat- 
ible with neither the U.S. Constitution 
nor die teachings of Jesus Christ. OB 
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
